At $9,000,000,000 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 
23.—(IP)— 
Government economists predicted 
today that marketings of this sea- 
son's principal crops plus govern- 
ment benefits will put $9,000,000,- 
000 in the pockets of farmers, mak- 
ing it their most prosperous year 
since 1929. 
This figure Is over a billion dol- 
lars more than 1936 cash farm In- 
come, whlch'was $7,865,000,000, and 
more than double the 1932 depres- 
sion low of $4,238,000,000. The 1929 
total was $10,479,000,000. 


A. G. Black, chief of tho Bureau 
of 
Agriculture 
Economics, 
said 


1937 was more favorable in an- 
other respect—the larger income is 
more evenly divided over the na- 
tion because 
droughts 
failed to 


damage crops of extensive regions 
as in 1934 and 1936. 
The 
Income survey estimated 
government payments to farmers 
in 1937 would amount to $400,000,- 
000 or $450,000,000, compared with 
$287,000,00 In 1936. Speeding up pay- 
ment checks accounted for the 
gain.

The discovery, they said, opens 
a new approach to treatment of 
such diseases, since it is tho first 
instance of therapeutic activity of 
a drug against a virus disease.

NEARLY BILLION FOR 


NATIONAL DEFENSE 


BIGGEST APPROPRIATION IN 


PEACETIME HISTORY 


IS GRANTED 


WASHINGTON, 
Aug. 21.-0P)—' 
The army and navy received from 
he 76th congress $932,521,962, the 
ilggest national defense fund in 
leacetime history. 
The appropriations exceeded by 
21,870,581 last year's previous high 
f $909,651,381. 
The money will allow expansion 


if manpower and fighting equip- 
ment for air, land and sea. 
In addition to granting the out- 
ight appropriations, the legislat- 
rs pushed the defense program 
iast the billion-dollar mark by au- 
horlzing a $25,587,456 appropria- 
lon for improvement 
of 
army 


>osts and by giving the navy per- 
mission to start construction of 
50,000,000 fleet of auxiliary ves- 
els. 
Admonished by Its leaders that 
lefenso items were no place for 
conomlzlng, congress approprlat- 
id $516,258,808 for the navy and 
$415,263,164 for the war depart- 
ment's military activities. 
Together the two armed forces 


vill be allowed to buy or contract 
or 910 airplanes with the greatest 
ighting efficiency yet developed. 
3f these, 513 will go to the army, 
397 to the navy- The navy also ob- 
alned the right to order two non- 
rigid airships. 
The army also got money to im- 
prove existing air bases and fields 
and to build up scacoast defenses. 
Included in the naval appropria- 


tion arc funds to: 


Begin the construction of 8 de- 
stroyers and 4 submarines 
and 


continue the building of 2 battle- 
ships, 11 cruisers, 16 submarines 
5 aircraft carriers and a gunboat. 


Improve the combatant power of 


some of the older warships. 
Start buying 'up reserves of war 


materials not readily obtained ex- 
cept from other nations. 


Adding some $6,000,000 to last 
•ear's total, congress provided $22,- 
)00,000 for the war department to 
spend on tanks, anti-aircraft guns 
and 
equipment,

rifles, armored cars, ammunition, 
motors and guns. 


Since men will be needed for the 
extra air and land craft, the navy 
received funds to increase its en- 
isted strength by 5,000 to 105,000 
by the end of this fiscal year.

Tho reel of the world sold the 
United States farm products val- 
ued at $1,539,239,000 In the 1937 fis- 
cal year, the bureau of agricultur- 
al economics reported today. 
This was an increase of nearly 


1400,000,000 over the previous 12 
months when the figure was Jl,- 
140,727,000. 


A similar compilation last week 


of farm exports for the samo per- 
od showed a decline of about 
.30,000,000 for tho last year to a 
otal of $732,839,000. 
Imports of farm products class- 


id as competitive with those pro- 
duced In this country were valued 
at $782,662,000 for the period end- 
ng June 30, 1937, compared with 
$578,961,000 for 1935-30. These in- 
cluded meats, grains, sugar, wool, 
cotton and similar products. 


The value of non-competitive ag- 


ricultural Imports, such as coffee, 
ea, bananas, spices and rubber, 
was $662,226,000 
compared 
with 


493,327,000 a year earlier. 
The bureau said many of the 
mports gains "may be attributed 


almost entirely to the 
unusual 


droughts in tho United States in 
1934 and 1U36 which reduced do- 
mestic supplies and raised prices."
